Insane Murderer Recaptured 
After Dash From Fulton 
| Asylum. 





ARMED WITH A GASPIPE 





Had Removed Leather Bands 
About His Wrists With 
| a Pin, 


FULTON, Mo., Dec. %.—Emile Servi- 
en, the insane murderer of a St. Louis 
saloon keeper, and who escaped twice 
from the asylum at Farmington, Mo., 
made his third dash for liberty from 
the asylum here yesterday afternoon 
After a pursuit of about a quarter of 
& mile he was subdued and recaptured 


by the asylum guards. 

Since his removal to the asylum here 
Servien’s wrists have been bound to- 
gether by a stout leather band, as a 


precaution against his escape. This 
band he had punctured with an ordinary 
pin until it was so weakened that he 
was able to break it. He obtained a 


heavy piece of gaspipe, which he con- 
eealed, when let out for an afternoon 


airing.’ 

Watching his apportunity, Servien 
brought out and brandished his weapon, 
bolted through the gate and ran with 
great speed. The nearest guard gave 
the alarm as he dashed after the fugi- 
tive, and others followed, overtaking the 
dangerous maniac after covering a few 
hundred yards. Servien, when brought 
to bay, menaced his captors with the 
gaspipe, but was overpowered, the 
guards escaping injury through strategy 
and agility. 

Servien made his first escape on Deo. 
4, 19094. On Jan. 18, 1905, he was cap- 
tured at Galveston, Tex. He was re- 
turned to the asylum. On Sept. 21 last 
he again escaped, this time with Wil- 
liam Dooley, & murderer from St. Fran- 
cis County. Bervien was also captured 
the second time at Galveston. This was 
on Oct. 19 last, just as he was about 
to board a steamer for Europe.

LEFT LYING IN STREET 





Blows and Kicks Ruined Fea- 
tures and Endangered 
His Life. 


Samuel Webb, an employe of the Al- 
ton Street Railway Co., was attacked 
by highwaymen on First street, Alton, 
Monday night and beaten 80 badly 
that he may die. He was taken to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, where the phy- 
sicians said it would be necessary to 
amputate his nose, which had been 
Smashed into shapelessness. 

Webb was on his way to the board- 
ing house of Isaac Piggott at 224 
First street when he was attacked. He 
was beaten and kicked and left un- 
conscious in the stfeet, a block from 
his destination, where he was found 
by James Arthur, a railroad engineer. 

He was unconscious and was unable 
to give any account of the assault on 
him, 

Webb's gold watch was gone and 
there was no money in his’ pockets, 
which makes the police certain that 
robbery was the motive of the at- 
tack. He has been in Alton fora year, 
having formerly lived in Springfield, 
lll. He is 45 years old and unmar- 
ried. 

Physicians fear his internal injuries 
are serious, as he was kicked several 
times on the body. 


“BLACK JACK” DEAD. 


Young Gallagher, Famous in 
Strikes, Expires. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 26.—John Thomas Gal- 
lagher, known 1n police and labor cir- 
cles as ‘‘Black Jack, the Slugger,’’ and 
accused of more acts of violence in 
strikes than any other one man in Chi- 
cago’s labor history, died at his home 
yesterday. Stomach trouble, superin- 
duced by the strain and worry result- 
ing from ceaseless prosecution, was the 
cause of his death. 

Gallagher was 22 years old and in ap- 
pearance was as different from the pop- 
ular conception of the professional 
“slugger’ as could be imagined. He 
took great pride in his appearance and 








was seldom if ever seen under the in- 


fluence of liquor. While he weighed but 
90 pounds at the time of his death, three 
ears ago Gallagher weighed 180, and 
e was able to strike a blow that woud 
render his victim unconscious instantly. 

Although frequently arrested by the 
police, and on at least one occasion 
kept in Jail for several weeks, he was 
never convicted of a crime..

onds, or at the rate o4.120 miles an hour 
The Empire State Express’s best mile 
was made in 32 seconds, or at the rate 
of 112.5 miles an hour.

Leaving Post 40° Minutes Be- 
fore Accident He Offered 
Motorman Drink. 





David Fitzgerald, watchman ut = the 
Terminal Belt Line grade crossing in 
State street, Fast St. Louis, was not 
at his post of duty Monday night when 
a freight train struck a Suburban elec 
tric car, killing one man and injuring 
several others. 
was not lowered when the 
proached. Tuesday morning he report- 
ed for duty, but his condition was sich 
that he was not allowed to go to work 
and he returned to Frank Florenze's sa- 
loon and boarding house at 19 Sthte 
and went to bed. He could not 
be seen later, and was-in no condition 
to make any explanation of thte acci- 
dent. 

George Walters, motorman of the car 
that was struck, says that on the down 
trip, 40 minutes before the accident, 
Fitzgerald boarded his car and offered 
him a drink from a bottle. Walters re- 
fused to drink and he says the §atch- 
man took a drink and then ‘droynped 
off the car. 

John Daugherty. the.man. who was 
killed, was a switchman employed by 
the Iron Mountain Railroad at Bixby, 
lil. He was waiting for a Valley train 
to take him to Bixby and was standing 
near the crossing. When the freight 
train struck the trolley car, the rolley 
car was cut in two and the rear end 
was thrown several feet, falling on top 
of Daugherty. He was instantly killed. 

Couldn't See Train. 

F. Eb. Hathaway, the conductor of the 
trolley car, says that when they ap- 
proached the crossing he left the car 
and went ahead. He looked both di- 
rections and could see no light to in- 
dicate thet a train was approaching, so 
he gave the signal fot.the motorman 
to go ahead. As the car came along 
he swung onto the front platform and 
was there when the collision. occurred. 
His statement that there were no lights 
on the front car of the freight train, 
which was backing and going at a Tive- 
ly speed, is verifie® by the motorman 
and by the passengers.

BOARD SAYS INCOMPETENTS GOT 
PENITENTIARY JOBS UNDER FOLK 


Gov. Folk’s rejoinder to the report of the Board of State Prison 
Inspectors, published in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, has brought from the 
Board a sharp reply, signed by its three members, State Treasurer 
Gmelich, Auditor Wilder and Attorney-General Hadley. The Board’s 
letter, in which the Governor is caarged with responsibility for the ap- 
pointment and retention of “incompetents” as guards and for the dis- 
regard of rules established by the Board to insure fitness of appointees, 
marks the first open clash between Gov. Folk and the Republican State 
officials. 

The Governor, in his reply, charged the Board with attempting to 
dictate prison appointments, and denied that he had used these ap- 
pointments to pay political debts. p 

The Board’s letter, which will be officially placed before Gov. Folk 
on his return from Tennessee, follows: 

Hon. Joseph W. Folk, Governor—Sir. We are in receipt of your 
communication of the 23d inst., and, in view of the manifest difference 
of opinions as to the responsibility for the management of the Peni- 
tentiary, we desire to call your attention to a few facts whi'h have 
apparently escaped your attention. 

At the beginning of our official terms we stated to you and to the 
Warden that if we,:as the Board of Penitentiary Inspectors, were to 
bear any of the responsibility for the conduct of the Penitentiary :f- 
fairs, we should have something to say as to the mcn selected to run 
the Penitentiary, or that those appointed should be chosen -vithout 
reference to politics. This request you refused, stating at the time that, 
as you and your administration would be held responsible for the man- 
agement of the Penitentiary, the men selected to conduct it should be 
loyal to you. 

You now state that you urged upon us that we adopt a form of 
civil service examination to ascertain the competency of the «ppli- 
cants for appointment, but that we have not complied with your re- 
quest. In this statement you are entirely in error. 

We did, with you approval, prepare a form of civil service examina- 
tion for applicants for appointment, but while the Warden may have ob- 
served this in form, he has so far disregarded it in substance that 
over one-half of the guards appointed have had no experience in the 
handling of prisoners or the apprehension of criminals, and of the 26 
men who, according to the testimony of the Deputy Warden, the Assist- 
ant Deputy Warden and the Yardmaster, are incompetent, cver ‘one- 
half have been appointed during your administration. 

If this does not indicate that the patronage of the Penitentiary 
has been used to pay political debts, then the Warden has peen very 
unfortunate in the selection of his appointees.

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There is little hope for the recovery 
of Henry P. Goeddel, who was accident- 
ally shot while huniing raboics near his 
home at Waterloo, lil. His face was 
almost completely torn away by the 
charge of shot, and several of the leaden 
missiles are still buried in his tongue. — 

Goeddel was with Louis Petri Jr. and 
Frank Oexner when the accident oc- 
curred. He had wounded a rabbit, and, 
hurrying to get it, he put his shotgun 
through a barb-wire fenee, after re- 
loading it. The stock of the gun rested 
-on the edge of a depression in the frozen 
ground. 

In crawling through the fence he 

touched the gun and it slipped to the 
ground, the jar causing both hammers 
to fall. 
His companions disentangled him from 
the fence and carried him to a farm- 
house half a mile away. From there 
he was quickly driven to his home, 
where he was treated by Dr. Jacob C. 
Fults. Tle was so weakened by loss of 
blood that it was necessary to use ar- 
tificial stimulants to keep him alive 
until the shot could be taken from his 
face. 

In attempting to protect his eyes he 
threw his left arm before the upper por- 
tion of his face. The arm alse was 
mangled, 

The shock alone was almost sufficient 
to cause his death and the physician 
fears that even if he rallies blood poi- 
soning may follow, because of the closé 
range at which the gun was dis- 
charged. 

Goeddel is 25 vears old and unmar- 
ried. He lived on a farm one mile from 
Waterloo with his parents, Mr. and Mrs, 
Adam Goeddel.
